“Now they seem conservative again,” said Scherzer. 

Scherzer is married and has three children. 


He said his hobbies are antiques, swimming, jogging, 
reading, singing, and cooking. 

Graduating from Central Michigan University with a 
Bachelor's Degree in Math, Scherzer went back to obtain 
a Masters of Science Degree as well. Scherzer is both a 
good teacher and a avid student of Math. 

He said he has again recently gone back to school 
taking computer courses at Delta, CMU, and he also 
enrolled in a summer program at Indiana University. 

Scherzer is the third staff member at Arthur Hill to 
receive this award in the last three years. Others include 
returned Science Dept. chairman Fred Case, Elma 
Cooke, and Mary Jane Wright. 

Of the $1,500 cash, Scherzer said he has donated two- 
thirds of it to worthy causes and as of yet hasn't done 
anything with the other one-third.
